NEW WESTMINSTER AND PAN- 
AMA. 

The advertisement which appears in nn 
other column from Uio Government of Brit- 
ish Columbia, in referencu to stuaui commu- 
nication, with Panama, in cciiainly ol an 
eitruordinary character. We are told that 
a proposal has been made to His F.icel- 
lency Governor Seymour for the establish- 
ment of aloam communication between I'un- 
inn nnd New Westminster, and that His 
Excellency is of opinion lliat terms accept- 
able to the colony may be secured if coal bo 
found within a reasonable distmce of Ihc 
navigable portion of Fraser river. Has 
a similar proposal been made to Qoverno' 
Kennedy ' K not, it would seem a rather 
strange coincidence, thai tlie subject should 
be mooted by bolli (Governors almost simul- 
taneously. The proposition, however, which 
is made to Hritish Columbia cannot surely 
come from a company which has a-.iy know- 
ledge of the coaling facilities of Vancouver 
Island. The eohenio of malting terms con- 
tingent on the discovery ot coal within a mile 
of the banks of iho Lower Fraser or of liur- 
rard Inlet, when sufficient quantities of tlio 
article can be obtained at Victoria cheaper 
than it is likely to be got in iho neighboring 
colony, argues on the part of iho proposers 
either very great ignorance of our resources 
or very uncommercial ideas, t , say thu least. 
Wo will not, however, ipnrrel with any ar- 
rangement that brings us, even through Brit- 
ish Columbia, direct communication with 
Panama, ami if tho project can only bo 
effected by the discovery of coal on the 
Fraser, all we can say is, wo hope Governor 
Seymour's £100 reward will be the means ol 
bringing the desired mineral lo light. In Gov- 
ernor Kennedy's recent letler to the Assembly 
however, wo have not even a hint that any 
proposition about steam communication has 
heon laid before him. and the fact that t!ov» 
ernor Seymour, so far from alluding to any 
co-operation with Vancouver Island in the 
matter, speaks only of the ftu.uu communica- 
tion betwesn Panama and New Westmin- 
ster, would lead us to boiieve that tho 
affair is entirely Btitish Columbian. If this 
be so the coincidence is, as we have already 
said, somewhat strange thai the subject 
ibould have come before bolli colonies al 
about the Bame time ; but it is even more 
remarkable that both Govern ors shotil I have 
taken rather ecconlric means of introducing 
to important a topic, to the publm. 

We shall await with some little anxiety 
the aetion of the new Legislative Council ol 
British Columbia on this question of steam 
communication with Panama ; tor on its lib- 
erality will depend greatly our h >pes of 
obtaining this desirable means of connection 
with the mother country. Whatever may be 
the ambition of our neighbors to have a di- 
rect line of their own, wo are afraid their 
finances, although exceedingly large for ihe 
population, will not admit of ihe expense : 
and we are also convinced that His Excel- 
lency Governor Seymour will find, as well as 
the inhabitants of the colony generally, that 
in all gigantic undertakings in winch both 
countries are equally interested, both will 
have to co-operate, if they desire that success 
should attend their exertions. Thai the two 
colonies arc interested in this steam project 
is almost too evident to need demonstration. 
The first great waul of both — immigration — 
cannot bo obtained without cheap and direct 
communication with Kngland ; and this can 
only be reached by direct communication 
with Panama. The rates of passage to these 
colonies are enough in themselves |o deter 
omigraots — even Californians — from coming 
to ihe country. For the same moti-y actu- 
ally thai a steerage passenger is required to 
pay between San Francisco und Victoria, he 
can make the journey from Liverpool to 
New York. If by paying a reason- 
able subsidy we could guarantee low 
passages from Kngland lo these col- 
onies — that is passages but little in ad- 
vance of those paid from Englan I to Aus- 
tralia — we might rationally expect a steady 
immigration from the in ither country, \\ a 
would also be able in connection with British 
Columbia to do something towards inau- 
gurating a system of assisted t .migration. At 
Ihe present time steerage passages between 
Kngland and Victoria vary from £ If! to £10. 
If we could reduce this figure to £28 or £24, 
we might with some show ol ri ason enter 
into the emigration market ami compete with 
tho Australian oolonies. If wn cannot ac- 
complish ihis — if through the want f enter- 
prise of both colonies, wo lail lo induce the 
projection of a atetim line between Ihis and 
I'animo, the increase to our population for a 
number of years to oomo w I! in all likelihood 
be meagre in ihe extreme.

SYSTEM OF TA XATION. 

(CONl'INl'IID.) . , 

KniTon-Barrisii Colonist: — In my letter of 
the 10th Instant I endeavored to show that the 
present system ol taxaiton is not only unsound In 
principle but unjust in all its bearings, and is in- 
adequate to meet tho present wants of the colony. 
A general admission is made to the correctness of 
tjie arguments and statements ttiere put lorth, 
with an apparent ae,quiesenco in the necessity of 
aa alteration.
